MRS. ROEME SOENENS FOUND DEAD ON FLOOR 
Douglas Island News, January 26, 1917. 


Mrs. Soenens, whose husband Roeme Soenens is partner in the Butte saloon of this 
place was found dead by her husband on his return to lunch today at 12:30 o’clock, 
her body being on the floor at the foot of the bed in the family bedroom in the Soenens 
home on Third street. Death evidently resulted from poison but there is nothing to 
indicate that it was taken with suicidal intent. Mr. Soenens at once gave the alarm 
and called the officers as well as Dr. Sargeant.

MRS. SOENENS TOOK MEDICINE BUT 
CAUSE UNKNOWN 
The Alaska Daily Empire, January 27, 1917. 


Douglas, Jan. 27. -- Death from an overdose of 
strichnine was the verdict returned by the coroner’s 
jury who held an inquest yesterday afternoon over 
the remains of Mrs. Roeme Soenens who was found 
dead in her home by her husband shortly after noon 
yesterday. The verdict was returned as follows: 


“We the jurors empaneled in the matter of the in- 
quest on the body of Mrs. Roeme Soenens, held in... 
find: 


“ after listening to the testimony of Mr. Roeme 
Soenens and Dr. A. R. Sargeant, viewing the body 
and surroundings, find that the deceased came to her 
death from strichnine, taken by herself, but that we 
can find not cause therefor.” 


Mr. and Mrs. Soenens have made their home for about 
six years in Douglas where they were married. The 
deceased had been married before and was well 
known on the island. The sympathy of the commu- 
nity is extended to the father and little son, who sur- 
vive. 


DEATH OF REMI SOENENS 
Douglas Island News, May 4, 1917. 


Remi Soenens, one of the owners of the Butte Bar, 
was found dead in his bed at his home in this place at 
7:30 o’clock Tuesday morning. He had been in his 
usual health the day previous and was with friends 
until 10 o’clock the night before when he appeared 
as well as usual. United States Commissioner John 
Henson empaneled a jury Tuesday afternoon to de- 
termine the cause of death, the jury finding the cause 
to have been poison administered accidentally by 
himself. Mrs. Soenens died the same way only three 
months ago, when it was doubtful the death was pre- 
meditated or accidental. The funeral of Remi Soenens 
was held yesterday at 10 o’clock, the Eagles, of which 
order he was a member, being in charge. Interment 
was in the Douglas cemetery. A six year old son of 
the late Mrs. Soenens survives the unfortunates.

37a) from 1914-1916. If this was taken from direc- 
tories, this information could be a year or two be- 
hind.

Oscar Forstrom was granted a liquor license (prob- 
ably a renewal) on November 8, 1913 for the Salt 
Lake bar provided “the at once renews his declara- 
tion of intention to become a citizen.” 


As noted earlier, the partnership between Soenens 
and Forstrom was dissolved November 20, 1914. 


OSCAR FORSTROM, cont. 


NIGHT OFFICER HAS AN EXCITING TIME 
WITH A COUPLE OF DISORDERLIES 
Alaska Daily Empire, Juneau, January 18, 1916. 


Night officer Forsyth, for a time last night had some 
excitement. Oscar Forstrom and William Barlow had 
imbibed a trifle too much and imagined that every 
woman who looked in their direction were ogling 
them for beauty’s sake. Officer Forsyth spotted the 
annoying couple. About that time the two started to 
fight over some fancied grievance between them- 
selves. Forsyth pounced down on them and placed 
them under arrest. Forstrom thought one short sec- 
ond, then bolted down Willoughby way. Forsyth was 
practically between the devil and the deep blue sea, 
but he dropped Barlow’s arm and hit up a 1-1 clip 
after Forstrom whom he quickly nabbed. When the 
couple returned to the starting point, Barlow was 
waiting. This morning city clerk and magistrate Petit 
fined Forstrom $25 for fighting and Barlow $20 for 
annoying women. Both went downstairs and it is 
supposed they will remain in jail until the fine is paid 
out at $2 per diem. 


CAUGHT TRYING TO PASS WHISKEY TO 
PRISONER 
Valdez Daily Prospector, January 28, 1916. 


JUNEAU EMPIRE: Oscar Jaylka is a wiser man to- 
day, also he is out fifteen round bones and a bottle of 
whiskey. Jaylka had a friend in the city bastile. Os- 
car Forstrom was that friend and as Forstrom was 
“out” the night before, Jaylka believed that a little 
“tonic” from a certain kind of bottle would soothe 
the subsequent headache. But things went wrong. 
When the bottle was slipped, Jailer Sergent witnessed 
the slipping. Jaylka was immediately taken before 
the city clerk and magistrate Pettit, told of the great 
insult he had done to justice, and was told that it would 
cost him $15. He paid. 


WILLIAM PALO IS FOUND GUILTY OFA SE- 
RIOUS CRIME 

The Alaska Daily Empire, December 7, 1916. 
William Palo was found guilty last night by the jury 
hearing his case on the charge of assault with a dan- 
gerous weapon. Palo was charged with having used 
a pocket knife on Oscar Forstrom during a fight in 
the Yukon Bar last winter. 


The evidence in the case was very conclusive, to the 
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minds of the jury, and they were out but a short time 
before returning the verdict of guilty. 


The evidence was to the effect that Palo and Forstrom 
had been unfriendly for some time and that numer- 
ous fights had occurred between the two men before 
the cutting took place. Forstrom and several of his 
countrymen had been around town drinking together 
and finally Forstrom and Palo met in the Yukon Bar. 
Palo nagged at Forstrom and tried to get him to fight, 
but Forstrom was leaving the next day for Whitehorse 
to go to work, he told Palo to forget their differences. 
While the men were standing at the bar Palo sud- 
denly slashed Forstrom with his pocket knife, inflict- 
ing two dangerous cuts on his abdomen. The two 
men then clinched and were rolling on the floor when 
the officers appeared on the scene. 


Forstrom was sent to St. Ann hospital for treatment... 


Ed. Note: Palo was sentenced to 3 years at McNeil 
Island penitentiary. 


Forstrom left Juneau on May 7 on the Northwestern, 
heading “westward.”

ALASKA VETERANS MUSEUM 


The Alaska Veterans Museum is located in Anchor- 
age on a street front location at 333 W. 4th Ave. It is 
a volunteer entity, who’s mission is to “Maintain a 
Museum for the inspiration, remembrance and pres- 
ervation of the memory of Veterans and their sacri- 
fices for America’s Freedom.” The emphasis obvi- 
ously is on artifacts and stories from veterans from 
Alaska and their service in and from Alaska. 


The statue shown 
here is of an Alas- 
kan Scout, and is 
on display on the 
sidewalk in front of 
the museum. 


The Museum has 
500 woods pro- 
duced in 2017. All 
had the printing 
“Good for $1.00 in 
Trade,” etc. on one 
side. The other side 
was left blank. 


Subsequently, rub- 
ber stamps with three different designs were obtained, 
and a number of each were stamped on the blank side 
of the tokens, to provide a sufficient number of each 
of the three varieties for convenient storage, display 
and for sale in the Museum’s gift shop. More is be 
stamped as needed. 


It is interesting to note that all the designs for the 
three varieties were created by Museum Board Mem- 
ber J.W. Terrill, who also did all the stamping, art 
work and nugget attachment by hand! Well done, 
J.W.!!!

I have to assume that “Arctic Circle” is a 
street address. 


DEFENCE LOGISTICS AGENCY 


This wood was designed by Bob Sherrill of Eagle 
River, Alaska. Bob is a long time employee of the 
Alaska Branch of the D.L.A., the U.S. agency that 
purchases, warehouses and distributes all military 
supplies to all U.S. military units anywhere in the 
world. 


In 2015 Bob had 150 of these woods made (by the 
local Military Morale, Welfare & Recreation office 
in Anchorage). Bob gives these out to people for 
activities that have been “above & beyond”, eg; 
speakers and others he has interacted with, and who 
made a positive influence on him. 


The woods are 3 inches (76mm) by 2 inches (50mm). 
The design is laser etched through a light colored 
wood into a darker colored wood. The reverse is 
blank, but Bob often signs the reverse.

The first medals is from 1965 

makes note of the “First Annual Coin Convention,” with a circumpolar map on the obverse and a gold 

panner on the reverse. This would be the standard reverse for the series. The first three pioneer medals 

honor Bob Bartlett (undated, 1972), Austin E. Lathrop 1973 and Sidney Laurence 1974. These first 

four sets were minted by Wendell’s in Minneapolis. The silver medals have a proof-like finish, while 

the bronze are antiqued. The remaining medals were made by V.H. Blackinton in Attleboro, Mass.

273 Alaska Boosters 1 oz. Silver Medals. Dated 1962, these were made in 1986, patterned after the 1962 

Alaska Boosters trade dollar. These are denominated $20, which is totally fictitious. The medals 

feature a totem pole and another Alaska motif: fish, eagle, moose, gold panner, dog team, walrus, 

dall sheep, float plane, blanket toss, and bear. Housed in its original snap-lock plastic case with foam 

insert.

275 Official State of Alaska 1 oz. Silver Medals. The State program started in 1989 with a design by 

Doug Lindstrand. Alaska Precious Metals did the first three years before going bankrupt. 

Included here are: 1989, 1990 and 1991 by APM, and a 1995 Puffin by the Alaska Mint. 4 pcs. 210.00-280.00 
276 (2) Alaska Highway/Lend Lease 1 oz. Silver Medals, 1992. We had these medals made in 1992 

and these are varieties 1 and 3 (only one example of variety 2 exists). Variety | has a smooth 

road. We did not like it and only had 450 made. We had the road modified so the road would 

look like a gravel road, but it looked more like a river, thus only 1 was struck. The third variety
